FROM MR, FRED BUTCHER 
Salem, Ore:—Before conainuing my 
journey south from Vancouver, I ob- 
tained from the U.S. agent in Van- 
couver, a certificate to present at 
Blaine, the port of entry. I took a 
motor stage, as one has a close-up 
view of the many things on the way, 
and the stage system of travel is very 
satisfactory, reaching from Vancouv- 
er to Santiago, Cal., running on sche- 
dule time at the rate of 35 miles per 
hour. It is a beautiful scenic route; 
along Puget Sound, the sérpentine 
curves and painted guard rails at dan- 
gerous places are a treat in themselv- 
es. As we leave the city limits we see 
the first orchards and smail farms, 
where once grew stately pine, now 
commercialized by the ever changing 
activities of man. The Pacific slope 
has been one gigantic forest from 
Alaska to San. Francisco, and this cut 
over land has been brought into pro- 
ductive use by the untiring efforts of 
man. Some poultry farming, others 
dairying where large tracts are 
more easily cleared. Along the way 
were several Carnation Milk condens- 
ing plants. Clumps of young pine 
are springing up along the way to 
take the place of the parent trees in 
future generatidns, and the saw mills 
are getting their supplies of logs far- 
\ther back in the foothills. We reach 
Everett, Wash., the home of our 
townsman, F. H. Duckett, and I find 
the family is enjoying the best of 
health. Their young daughter is at- 
tending High School. F. H. has built 
an up-to-date home, with all modern 
conveniences, which he will occupy 
this spring. Everett is a hustling city 
of 45000 on an inlet of Puget Sound, 
which furnishes a deep water harbor 
where some of the world’s freighters 
arrive and depart with lumber and 
| other cargoes. Through the cSurtesy 
|of my old time neighbor, I was shown 
| the city with its many industrial act- 
jivities, among the most notable being 
|a great lumbering plant that has a 
|cut of 750,000 feet in 24 hours. The 
| plant is electrically operated, with 
| power supplied by steam turbine en- 
gine. A description of this mill is 
; more than I can give, but I will give 
;my impression. A man just touches 
ja button, and the machine is obedient 
| to. its master. The great drying shed 
where lumber from the saw is ready 
for commercial use in 72 hours, use a 
system of steam pipes, and readers of 
the Globe must use their own imagin- 
jation as to the magnitude of the 
|plant. To my surprise I met Carl 
; Duckett and family, who are taking 
;a few holidays with his parents. A 
few days in this hospitable home, then 
jon to Salem. We bid good bye to Ev- 
erett and its activities and take an in- 
terurban line for Seattle. This line 
| passes through more cut over land, 
great stumps remaining. Small 
farms are again in evidence. The 
State of Washington has a large poul- 
try plant where poultry demonstra- 
tions are carried on, where you can 
acquaint yourself: with the poultry in- 
| dustry. 

Seattle reached and we secure stage 
transportation again. Here, again, 
we meet the restless waves as they 
wash the shores of Bellingham Bay. 
As we roll along on the ribbonlike 
cement pavement, the scenic beauty 
| is beyond the ordinary man’s concep- 
| tion. Kipling might do it justice. We 
| pass through Olimpia, Washington’s 
beautiful capital, on down the coast 
with contniued beauty on either side. 
passing through many small towns, 
cities, homey auto camps, we saw 
many things of interest that would 
tire you to relae. One hundred and 
eight miles brings us to Portland, the 
inland port of Oregon. Ocean steam- 
ers arrive and depart with foreign and 
domestic cargoes. Here the lawns 
are green, as well] as the fields of fall 
sown wheat.

state, with a population of 42000. 
Here I make my home with a brother 
who has made Salem his home for el-

even years. This, too, is 
beauty spot of my travels. It is quite 
an industrial cénter. Sawmills, wool- 
len mills, flax mills. The quality of 
flax is said te equal Irish flax. Nin 
large canneries are located here; two 
meat packing plants; two paper mills, 
and other industries are located here. 
This is called the Cherry City, getting 
its name from the thousands of acres 
of cherry orchards near by. Prunés, 
pears, peaches, apples, all kinds of 
berries, thousands of acres of straw- 
berries, are almost ready for the mar- 
ket, and before long will be shipped to 
the Alberta and other markets.
